TTiis communication may seem 
long overdue; however, we are pleased to inform you that the state has recently received an award of 
recovery funds to address the housing devastation left from our June event It has been determined by 
recovery efforts thus for, that you may be able to receive further housing assistance. The funding we have 
secured from Congress is not enough to fulfill all our unmet needs and assist every Impacted citizen, but the 
Governor and the Cabinet Secretary of Commerce will continue our fight to get more funding for West 
Virginia. 


For now, we have received an award to address housing needs of our citizens. This effort is named RISE West 
Virginia. It is our belief that our state will rise from this flood more resilient than ever and that our people will 
continue to overcome the devastation and prosper. 

The state is very proud of the key recovery partners that have assisted us in relief thus far. The efforts of the 
National Guard, Emergency Services, VOAD, Long Term Recovery Committees, Educational Institutions, and 
the hundreds of philanthropic organizations, that are giving not only their service, but also dedication, has 
brought us to where we are today.
